UNDER CONSIDERATION 


THE GREAT REUNION 
IS FORMALLY OPENED 


New Orleans, La., April 26.— 
New Orleans is literally packed 
with the Confederate hosts to 
night, the Army of the Confeder­ 
acy having again camped within 
the gates of this historic city, 
where the Confederacy was born. 
From the moment of the open­ 
ing in the great auditorium erect 
ed for the special purpose in the 
heart of the city until well after 
midnight there was never a break 
in the continuous program. 
The first session of the day saw 
the reunion 
formally launched 
upon its career. Gen. S. D. Lee, 
the commander in chief, Adjt. 
Gen. Mickle and other officers of 
the organization presented their 
reports and Gen. Lee delivered 
his formal address. 
There were other speeches, a1 
most without number. 
The vet­ 
erans were welcomed by Gov. 
Blanchard for the state, by Ma 
yor Behram for the city, by the 
veterans of Louisiana, the Sons 


of Veterans of Louisiana, by the 
citizens of New Orleans and by 
members of various affiliated so­ 
cieties. 
There were songs by 
young women and reverent pray­ 
ers by ministers of the gospel. 
Last afternoon was given over 
to the memory of the Confederate 
dead, 
and addresses extolling 
their valor, patience, patriotism 
and devotion were cheered again 
and again. 
Beautiful women and 
stalwart 
men combined 
their 
voices in hymns of praise and the 
whole service proved that while 
the men themselves are gone, the 
memory of what they were and 
what they did will never be for­ 
gotten by those who have inherit 
ed the land they fought to save. 
At night a series of exhibition 
drills was given in the auditorium 
the first event being 
by the 
Beauregard Cadets, commanded 
by Miss Lillian Norvell. 
The “ March of the States,” 
led by Miss Mollie Blanchard, 
was a very pretty feature.

Senator Lodge asked for a re 
consideration of the f tote by 
which it was adopted, and then 


objected to it on the ground that 
it was new legislation. 
An amendment wag adopted 
providing that Wyandotte shonid 
be a recording town and after 
that the bill was pat aside to en­ 
able the senate to consider execu­ 
tive business. It will perhaps 
be taken pp again today, and then 
sn effort will be made to put in 
an amendment removing the re­ 
strictions on theturplns lands of 
the mixed bloods. I.,

OF A LAW OF CALAMITY 


San Francisco, Aprii26.—There 
are 107 companies to share the 
San Francico insurance loss. This 
loss is estimated by the local 
agents at between $175,000,000 
and $200,000,000, but New York 
sends word that the insurnce men 
there think the loss will not ex­ 
ceed $125,000,000. 
At a general executive meeting 
today the committee drew up a 
message to Gov. Pardee request­ 
ing a special session of the Legis­ 
lature. 
The feature of passing a 
general calamity law empowering 
the city to circulate enough bonds 
for the reconstruction of San 
Francisco was legally explained. 
The opinion of all present was 
that by all means this session 


' should be called, and that the nec­ 
essary calamity laws snould be 
passed. 
The total amount of the relief 
i fund up to and including April 24 
as reported by the committee on 
finanance, was $2,300,430. These 
figures are considerably lower 
than those published unofficially 
i on several occasions, but the com­ 
mittee takes cognizance only of 
those subscriptions of which it 
has been definitely informed.

A commission of experts, appointed 
by the German Minister of War, is 
conducting a series of experiments to 
test the practical value of a new ex­ 
plosive named sophrait, and a new gun 
constructed to discharge it. 
So far 
the results of the trials are highly 
satisfactory. 
Sophrait is described 
as far more destructive than dynamite, 
and all 
other existing explosives. 
It has been invented by two Bavarians, 
an engineer and a physician.

FLOWERS OF PREY. 


Insects of tb s Form end Color of Orch!A 


Which Their Prey Think Plants. 


Probably in some respects the most 
surprising result of late entomological 
exploration is the discovery of sem­ 
blances of orchidaceous flowers en­ 
dowed with animal life and voracious 
carnivorous appetites, that seize and 
incontinently devour insect vegetar­ 
ians which, allured by their form and 
color, incautiously alight upon them. 
These flower insects belong to the 
curious family Montidae, of which we 
have a xvell-known member in our 
Southern States, Phasmomantis caro­ 
lina, commonly called “praying man­ 
tis,” though if the first part of the 
name was spelled with an “e” instead 
of an “a,” it would be far more appro­ 
priate, since no known insect is more 
bloodthirsty and destructive of smaller 
and weaker individuals belonging to its 
class. Its form is characteristic of its 
predatory habits. The mantis is really 
a four-legged insect, for the four limbs 
are so modified that they cannot under 
any circumstances be used in walking 
and are no more properly termed legs 
than would be the arms of men or 
the wings of birds. They are, in fact 
the natural weapons of the insect and 
are used for nothing cise than fighting 
and for capturing prey. 
An insect discovered by Wood Mason 
masquerades sometimes as a pink and 
at others as a white orchid. The whole 
flower insect is either conspicuously 
white or of a resplendent pink color, 
and both in color and form perfectly 
imitates a flower. 
The lower or ap­ 
parently anterior petal of an orchida­ 
ceous blossom, the labellum, often of 
a very curious shape, is represented 
by the abdomen of the insect, while 
the parts which might be taken re­ 
garding it as an insect, for its wings, 
are actually the femurs of the two 
pairs of posterior limbs, so greatly ex­ 
panded, flattened and shaped in such 
manner as to represent the remaining 
petals of the flower. 
As the mantis 
rests, head downward, amid the stems 
and leaves of a plant, the forelegs 
drawn in so that they cannot be seen, 
the thighs of the two hind legs radiat­ 
ing out on each side, and the thorax 
and the abdomen raised at right angles 
to each other, the insect might easily at 
first sight deceive more discriminating 
entomologists than the honey-seekers 
that settle upon it. 
An allied species, exactly resembling 
a pink orchid, is mentioned by Dr. 
Wallace, on the authority of Sir 
Charles Dilke, as inhabiting Java. Its 
specialty is alluring and capturing but­ 
terflies. 
The expected guest having 
arrived, the seeming feast spread out 
for his delectation arises and devours 
him. 
Professor S. Kurz, while at Pegu, In 
lower Burmah, saw what he supposed 
to be an orchid of a species unfamiliar 
to him, but upon examination found 
it to be a mantis of the genus Gongy- 
ius. As is common with the habit of 
its kind when alighting upon a plant, 
it hung head downward, exposing the 
under surface to view, sometimes mo­ 
tionless, and sometimes swaying gently 
like a flower touched by gentle zephyrs. 
A bright violet-blue dilation of the 
thorax, in front of which its forelegs, 
banded violet and black, extended like 
petals, simulated 
the 
corolla of a 
papilionaceous flower so perfectly as to 
deceive the eyes of a practiced bot­ 
anist. 
A whole tribe of spiders, members of 
the Thomisdae family, living in flower 
cups, assume the colors and markings 
of the flowers in which they lie in wait 
for victims. 
Brazilian birds, flycatchers, display 
a brilliantly colored crest easily mis­ 
taken for a flower cup. 
Insects, at­ 
tracted by what appears to be a fresh­ 
ly opened blossom, furnish the birds 
with food. 
An Asiatic lizard is en­ 
tirely covered like the surface of the 
desert plain where it lives, except that 
at each angle of the mouth blooms a 
brilliant red folding of the flesh exact­ 
ly resembling a little flower that grows 
in the sand. Insects lured by the seem­ 
ing flower are incontinently 
disillu­ 
sioned when they settle upon it.—Sci­ 
entific American.

Th# Ram ifications of th© Problem . 
Hon James G. Berryhill spoke as fol­ 
lows before the Iowa Good Roads Con­ 
vention: 
We are all agreed without exception 
that the movement for good roads is 
an important one. I will not consume 
your time in discussing that proposi­ 
tion. but will briefly refer to some of 
the conditions which have influenced 
the calling of this convention. 
How does the movement affect the 
farmer? 
And when I speak of the 
farmer’s interest I refer to the inter­ 
ests of the whole community, because 
the interests of the merchants, pro­ 
fessional men, bankers, and of all cit­ 
izens, are absolutely dependent upon 
the interests of the farmer. 
If the 
farming interests prosper, the whole 
State prospers. 
We have in the State of Iowa, dur­ 
ing six to nine months of the year, the 
best roads on the face of the earth, but 
during the remainder of the year we 
have the worst roads in existence. Let 
us consider now the effect upon the 
producer of our cereal crops. 
Take 
the 
producer of corn, for 
example. 
His harvest takes place in the fall. 
His grain is not In fit condition for the 
distant market until the month of De­ 
cember. 
He is forced to market his 
grain immediately after its maturity, 
while the roads are in fair condition, 
or postpone 
the day of 
realization 
thereon 
until the following summer. 
The result Is that he must unite with 
his neighbors and with all producers 
throughout the community and deluge 
the market with his crop. 
It has a 
disastrous effect upon the market in 
depressing the price. 
It produces an 
embargo jn railroad transportation, 
and frequently during several months 
of the year it is impossible for the 
common 
carriers to furnish 
rolling 
stock adequate to carry the grain to 
the market. 
What is true of the corn crop is like­ 
wise true of other cereal crops. It is 
true of the hog crops, although the 
hogs themselves 
may furnish 
their 
own locomotion: but you know how 
serious an effect upon the weight of 
the animals the driving of a drove of 
hogs over five, six or ten railes to 
market is. Therefore it is in the inter­ 
est of the farmer that roads should be 
open and passable and available for 
the transportation of his produce for 
the entire year. 
But agriculture is undergoing a 
transformation. 
With the growth of 
population in cities and towns there is 
a demand for a better class of produce. 
Thus the creamery and the dairy de­ 
velop. 
Now roads must be open 
throughout the entire year in order to 
market milk, the cream, the butter, 
the eggs, and the perishable garden 
crops which tile farmers likewise pro­ 
duce. 
„ 
—*• ~ 
At the national convention held at 
Chicago in 1893 this proposition was 
discussed as it affected common car­ 
riers. and It was there announced that 
the Wabash Railroad had voluntarily 
offered to transport all building mete- 
rial necessary for the permanent im­ 
provement of their highways at cost. 
I am satisfied that if we undertake a 
movement upon practical lines we can 
secure the co-operation 
not only of 
business men of the cities, but of com­ 
mon carriers throughout the 
length 
and breadth of our State and of the 
land itself. 
It is to their interest to 
co-operate, for the reason that they 
want to utilize their 
rolling 
stock 
throughout the year. 
They want to 
avoid freight embargoes. They do not 
care to see 
avalanches of 
produce 
forced upon them for transportation 
during a limited period of the year, 
overtaxing their capacity ami involv­ 
ing them in controversies with ship­ 
pers. but would prefer to keep their 
rolling stock in motion throughout the 
year instead of having it overwhelmed 
a portion of the year and lying idle 
upon the tracks the remaining portion. 
I met a gentleman who is in the liv­ 
ery business. 
I put the question to 
him: “ Do you not think that we in Des 
Moines are interested in the improve­ 
ment of country roads, the 
leading 
highways passing from the city into 
the country?” “ Why,” he says, “most 
assuredly, and we ought to pay for 
them. I have paid during this present 
bad 
road term 
$15 a ton for hay, 
whereas if the highways leading from 
the country into the city had been 
open throughout the entire winter I 
would have paid but $8.” 
Now that is an illustration that can 
be carried very much farther. 
Take 
the merchant for example. 
During 
the period when roads are bad he finds 
his business absolutely stagnant. 
He 
makes his sales to his customers; the 
customers buy on credit. The merchant 
demands payment. 
The uniform ex­ 
cuse is: “ We can’t pay. 
We can’t 
haul our produce to market. You will 
have to wait until the roads are open.” 
The result is that the merchant is 
compelled to go to the bank and bor­ 
row money until he can collect from 
his debtors. 
Take the manufacturers and the job­ 
bers. 
They sell to the country mer­ 
chants. The country merchants suffer 
from the embargo caused by bad roads. 
They cannot collect from their country 
customers, and in turn cannot pay the 
jobbers and the manufacturers. 
The 
result is the jobbers cannot pay for 
their goods. They are compelled to in­ 
cur indebtedness; compelled in many 
cases to submit to serious embarrass­ 
ment. Many a failure has been caused 
by this same influence, the inability of 
the entire community to transact busi­ 
ness on account of the embargo censed

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EARLIEST USE OF FORKSL 


They Were Not Common In E n glan d l> - 
fore the Y ear 1813. 
It seems strange that the use of forks 
began only with our easily remembered, 
forefathers; that the Greeks and Ro­ 
mans did not Ic now anything of them, 
and that In the Far Eastern countries 
their use is still unknown. 
Up to the 
fifteenth century they 
were known 
only in Italy. 
Elizabeth had three 
"forks” “garnished with gold sligh t­ 
ly,” and with “Jyttle perles pendant.” 
but they were considered as curiosities 
and never used. 
Indeed, in that era, 
says the Cooking Club, it was consid­ 
ered bad form, and ministers contend­ 
ed that to use them was an insult to 
God. What were our fingers for? In 
Thomas Coryates’ “Crudities,” pub­ 
lished originally in 1608, is this: 
“ I observed a custom in all those 
Italian cities and towns through which 
I passed that is not used in any other 
country that I saw on my travels; 
neither do I think that any other na­ 
tion in Christendom doth use it, but 
only in Italy. 
The Italian, and also 
most strangers, do always at their 
meals use a little forke when they cut 
their meats. 
For while with their 
knife, which they hold in one hand, 
they cut the meats out of the dish. 
they fasten the forke, which they hold 
in the other hand, upon the same dish; 
so whatsoever he be that, sitting iii 
the company of others at meals, should 
inadvisedly touch the dish of meats 
with his fingers, from which all the 
table do cut. he will give occasion of 
offense to all the company, as having 
transgressed the laws of good manners. 
in so much that for his error he shall 
be at least browbeaten, if not repre­ 
hended in wordes. This form of feed­ 
ing, I understand, is generally used in 
all places of Italy, their forkes being 
In the most part of iron. Steele and 
some of silver; but these are used only 
by gentlemen. 
The reason for this 
curiosity is because the Italian cannot 
by any means endure to have his meat 
touched with fingers, seeing that all 
men’s fingers are not alike eleane.” 
Not until the middle of tile seven­ 
teenth century did England’;-; nobility 
begin the use of the fork, but they 
came into use slowly, and even in the 
early part of the eighteenth century 
gentlemen who traveled carried a knife 
and fork, because the inns were not 
likely to have them. About 1815 forks 
became quite common in England, and 
in Europe soon became to be consid­ 
ered generally as a necessity.

FLOWERS OF 


of the Vorm and Color of OrehtA 


Wnlch Their Prer Think rhuatl. 


Probably In some respects the most 


surprising result of late entomological 
exploration Is the discovery of sem- 
blances of orchidaceous flowers en- 
dowed with animal life and voracious 
carnivorous appetites, . that seize anc 
incontinently devour insect vegetar- 
ians which, allured by their form and 
color, incautiously alight upon them. 


These flower Insects belong to the 


curious family Montidae, of which we 
have a well-known member In our 
Southern States, Phasmomantis Caro- 
lina, commonly called "praying man 
tis," though if the first part of the 
name was spelled with an "e" Instead 
of an "a," it would be far more appro- 
priate, .since no known insect is more 
bloodthirsty and destructive of smaller 
and weaker individuals belonging to its 
class. Its form Is characteristic of its 
predatory habits. The mantis is really 
a four-legged insect, for *he four limbs 
are so modified that they cannot under 
any circumstances be used in walking 
and are no more properly termed legs 
than would be the arms of men or 
the wings of birds. They are, in fact, 
the natural weapons of the insect and 
are used for nothing else than fighting 
and for capturing, prey. 
, An insect discovered by Wood Mason 
masquerades sometimes as a pink and 
at others as a white orchid. The whole 
Sower Insect is either conspicuously 
white or of a resplendent pink color, 
and both in color and form perfectly 
imitates a flower. The lower or ap- 
parently anterior petal of an orchlda 
ceous blossom, the labellum, often of 
a very curious shape, is represented 
by the abdomen of the Insect, while 
the parts which might be taken re- 
garding It as an insect, for its wings, 
are actually the femurs of the two 
pairs of posterior limbs', so greatly ex 
panded, flattened and shaped in such 
manner as to .represent the remaining 
petals of the flower. As the mantis 
rests, head downward, amid the stems 
and leaves of a plant, the forelegs 
drawn in so that they cannot be seen, 
the thighs of the two bind legs radiat- 
ing out on each side, and the thorax 
and the abdomen raised at right angles 
to each other, the insect might easily at 
first sight deceive more discriminating 
entomologists than the honey-seekers 
that settle upon It. 


An allied species, exactly resembling 


a pink orchid, is mentioned by Dr. 
Wallace, on the authority of Sir 
Charles Dilke, as inhabiting Java. Its 
specialty is alluring, and capturing but- 
terflies. 
• The expected guest having 


arrived, the seeming feast. spread out 
for his delectation arises and devours 
him. 


Professor 8. Kurz, while at Pegu, In 


lower Burmab, saw what he supposed 
to be an orchid of a. species unfamiliar 
to him, but upon examination 'found 
ft to be a mantis of the genus Gongy- 
us. As is common with the habit of 
its kind when alighting upon a plant, 
t hung head downward,, exposing the 
under surface to view; sometimes mo- 
ionless, and sometimes swaying gently 
Ike a flower touched by gentle zephyrs. 
A bright violet-blue dilation of the 
:horax, in front of which its forelegs, 
banded violet and black, extended like 
petals, simulated 
the 
corolla of a 


japlllonaceous flower so perfectly as to 
ieceive the eyes of a practiced bot- 
anist. 


A whole tribe of solders, members of 


the Thomlsdae family, living in flower 
cups, assume the colors and markings 
of the flowers in which they He In wait 
for victims. 


Brazilian birds, flycatchers, display 


a brilliantly colored crest easily 'mls- 
:aken for a flower cup. Insects, at- 
racted by what appears to be a fresh- 
y opened blossom, furnish the birds 
with food. . An Asiatic . lizard Is en- 
irely covered like the surface of the 
desert plain where it lives, except that 
at each angle of the mouth blooms a 
jrilllant red folding of the flesh exact- 
y resembling a little flower that grows 
n the sand. Insects lured by the seem- 
ng flower are incontinently 
disillu- 


sioned ^hen they settle upon it— Sci- 
entific American.

the market. 


What is true of the corn crop is like 


wise true of other cereal crops. It Is 
true of the hog crops, although the

own locomotion; but. you know how 
serious an effect upon the weight of 
the animals the driving of a drove of 
togs over" five, six or ten miles to 
market is.- Therefore it is in the inter 
est of the farmer that roads should be 
open and passable and available for 
the transportation of his produce for 
the entire year. 


But agriculture is undergoing a 


transformation. -With the growth of

i demand for a better class of produce. 
Thus the creamery and the dairy de- 
velop.

They are compelled to In- 
ur Indebtedness; compelled in many 
ases to submit to serious embarrass-

EARLIEST USE OF FORK* 


Th»jr Were Not Common In Knsbuul B*- • 


fore th* Y«»r ISIS. 


It seems strange that the use of forks 


began only with our easily remembered 
forefathers; that the Greeks and Ro- 
mans did not "know anything of them, 
and that in the Far Eastern countries 
their use is still unknown. Up to the 
fifteenth century they were known 
only in Italy. 
Elizabeth had thre* 


"forks" "garnished with gold sleight- 
ly," and with "lyttle perles pendant," 
but they were considered as curiosities 
and never used. Indeed, in that era, 
says the Cooking Club, it was consid- 
ered bad form, and ministers contend* 
ed that to use them was an Insult to 
God. 
What were our fingers for? la 


Thomas Coryates' "Crudities," pub- 
lished originally in 1608, is this: 


"I observed a custom in all those 


Italian cities and towns through which 
I passed that is not used in any other 
country that I saw on my travels; 
.neither do I think that any other na- 
tion In Christendom doth use It, but 
only in Italy. The Italian, and also 
most strangers, do always at their 
meals use a little forke when they cot 
their meats. 
For while with their 


knife, which they hold In one band, 
they cut the meats out of the dlsb. 
they fasten the forke, which they hold 
in the other hand, upon the same dish; . 
so Whatsoever he be that, sitting ill 
the company of others at meals, should 
Inadvisedly touch tbe dish of meats 
with his fingers, from which all the 
table do cut, he will give occasion of 
offense to all tbe company, as having 
transgressed the laws of good manners, 
in so much that for his error he shall 
be at least browbeaten, if not repre- 
hended In wordes. This form of feed* 
ing, I understand, Is generally used in 
all places of Italy, their forkes being 
In the most part of iron, steele and 
some of silver; but these are used only; 
by gentlemen. 
The reason for this 


curiosity is because the Italian cannot 
by any means endure to have bis meat 
touched with fingers, seeing that alt 
men's fingers are not alike cleaue." 


Not until the middle of the seven- 


teenth century did England's nobility 
begin the use of the fork, but they 
came into use slowly, and even in the 
early part of the eighteenth century 
gentlemen who traveled carried a knife 
and fork, because the Inns were not 
likely to have them. About 1S15 forks 
became quite common in England, and 
in Europe soon became to be consid- 
ered generally as a necessity.

Ordinance No. 109. 


An ordinance requiring the 


City Attorney to file written in 
formation against parties violat 
ing the law and requiring the 
mayor to issue process thereon. 


Be it enacted by the City Coun- 


cil of the City of Ada, Indian Ter- 
ritory, that the City Attorney 
shall have the authority, and it 
hereby made his duty, whenever 
he believes that any person has 
committed any crime or offense 
prohibited by or against the or- 
dinances of the said city of Ada, 
Indian Territory, and within the 
city limits of said city of Ada, 
Indian Territory, to file before 
the Mayor (or in his absence be- 
fore the Recorder) of said city of 
Ada, I. T., a written information 
under oath, charging such person 
in due form of law with the coin- 
mission of euch crime or offense 
against or violation of any ordi- 
nance of said city of Ada, Indian 
Territory. 
Section 2. Upon the filing of 


the information in the manner 
prescribed in the foregeicg sec- 
tion, it shall -be the duty of the 
Mayor of said city of Ada, Indian 
Territory, or in his absence, then 
it shall be the duty of the Recor- 
der to issue a warrant of arrest 
for the person so charged, and 
have such person brought before 
him to be dealt with according to 
law. 


See. 8. This ordinance shall 


take effect from and after its pass- 
age and publication. " Passed this 
25th day of April, 1906.

, . FLOWERS OF PREY. : ;, 


In«aet« of the Vorm and Color of OrehIA 


Which Their Prey Think Fhuati. 


Probably in some respects the mos 


surprising result of late entomologica 
exploration Is the discovery of Bern 
blances of orchidaceous flowers en 
dowed with animal life and voracious 
carnivorous appetites,. that seize and 
incontinently devour insect vegetar 
ians which, allured by their form and 
color, incautiously alight upon them. 


These flower insects belong to the 


curious family Montidae, of which we 
have a well-known member In our 
Southern States, Phasmomantis Caro- 
lina, commonly called "praying man 
Us," though if the first part of the 
name was spelled with an "e" Instead 
of an "a," it would be far more appro- 
priate, since no known insect is more 
bloodthirsty and destructive of smaller 
and weaker individuals belonging to its 
class. Its form is characteristic of its 
predatory habits. The mantis is really 
a four-legged insect, for *he four limbs 
are so modified that they cannot under 
any circumstances be used in walking 
and are no more properly termed legs 
than would be the arms of. men or 
the wings of birds. They are, in fact, 
the natural weapons of the insect and 
are used for nothing else than fighting 
and for capturing, prey. 


An insect discovered by Wood Mason 


masquerades sometimes as a pink and 
at others as a white orchid. The whole 
Sower Insect is either conspicuously 
white or of a resplendent pink color, 
and both in color and form perfectly 
imitates a flower. The lower or ap- 
parently anterior petal of an orchida- 
ceous blossom, the labellum, often oi 
a very curious shape, is represented 
by the abdomen of the Insect, while 
the parts which might be taken re- 
garding it as an insect, for its wings, 
are actually the femurs of the two 
pairs of posterior limbs', so greatly ex- 
panded, flattened and shaped in such 
manner as to represent the remaining 
petals of the flower. As the mantis 
rests, head downward, amid the stems 
and leaves of a plant, the forelegs 
drawn in so that they cannot be seen, 
the thighs of the two bind legs radiat- 
ing out "on each side, and the thorax 
and the abdomen raised at right angles 
to each other, the insect might easily at 
first sight deceive more discriminating 
entomologists than the honey-seekers 
that settle upon it. 


An allied species, exactly resembling 


a pink orchid, is mentioned by Dr. 
Wallace, on the authority of Sir 
Charles Dilke, as inhabiting Java. Its 
specialty is alluring, and capturing but- 
terflies. 
The expected guest having 


arrived, the seeming feast.spread out 
for his delectation arises and devours 
him. 


Professor S. Kurz, while at Pegu, In 


lower Burmah, saw what he supposed 
:o be an orchid of a. species unfamiliar 
to him, but upon examination'found 
t to be a mantis of the genus Gongy- 
us. As is common with the habit of 
ts kind when alighting upon a plant, 
t hung head downward, exposing the 
under surface to view; sometimes mo- 
ionless, and sometimes Swaying gently 
ike a flower touched by gentle zephyrs. 
A bright violet-blue dilation of the 
:horax, in front of which its forelegs, 
banded violet and black, extended like 
petals, simulated 
the . corolla of a 


>apillonaceous flower so perfectly as to 
deceive the eyes of a practiced bot- 
anist. 


A whole tribe of solders, members of 


the Thomisdae family, living in flower 
ups, assume the colors and markings 
of the flowers in which they lie in wait 
'or victims. 
Brazilian birds, flycatchers, display 


a brilliantly colored crest easily 'mls- 
aken for a flower cup. Insects, at- 
raeted by what appears to be a fresh- 
y opened blossom, furnish the birds 
with food. . An Asiatic ; lizard is en- 
irely covered like the surface of the 
desert plain where it lives, except that 
at each angle of the mouth blooms a 
>rilllant red folding of the flesh exact- 
y resembling a little flower that grows 
n the sand. Insects lured by the seem- 
ng flower are incontinently 
disillu- 


sioned when they settle upon it.—Sci- 
entific American.

The Bmnlfloatlon* of the Problem. 


Ron James G. Berrybill spoke as fol- 


lows before the Iowa Good Roads Con- 
vention: 


We are all agreed without exception 


that the movement for good road* is 
on Important one. I will not consume 
your time in discussing that proposi- 
tion, but will briefly refer to some of 
the conditions which have Influenced 
the calling of this convention. 


How does the movement affect the 


farmer? 
And when I speak of the 


farmer's Interest I refer to the inter- 
ests of the whole community, because 
the interests of the merchants, pro- 
fessional men, bankers, and of all cit- 
izens, aro absolutely dependent upon 
the Interests of the farmer. 
If the 


farming interests prosper, the .whole 
State prospers. 


We have in the State of Iowa, dur- 


ing si^ to nine months of the year, the 
best roads oil the face of the earth, but 
during the'remainder of tbe year we 
have the worst roads in existence. Let 
us consider now the effect upon the 
producer of our cereal crops. 
Take 


the 
producer of corn, for example. 


His harvest takes place in tbe fall. 
Bis grain is not in fit condition* for the 
distant market until the month of De- 
cember. He is forced to market his 
grain immediately after its maturity, 
while the roads are in fair condition, 
or postpone 
tbe day of realization 


thereon 
until the following summer. 


Tbe result is tbat he must unite with 
his neighbors and with all producers 
throughout the community aiid deluge 
the market with bis crop. It has a 
disastrous effect upon the market in 
.depressing the price. It produces an 
embargo In railroad transportation, 
and frequently during several months 
of the year it is impossible for the 
common 
carriers to furnish rolling 


stock adequate to carry tbe grain to 
the market. 


What is true of the corn crop is like- 


wise true of other cereal crops. It is 
true of the hog crops, although the 
hogs themselves 
may furnish 
their 


own locomotion; but. you know how 
serious an effect upon the weight of 
the animals the driving of a drove of 
hogs over" five, six or ten miles to 
market is.- Therefore it is in the Inter- 
est of tbe farmer that roads should be 
open and passable and available for 
the transportation of his produce for 
the entire year.

EARLIEST USE OF FORK* 


They Were Not Common In Knsbuu* B*- 


finro tho Year ISIS. 


It seems strange that the use of forks 


began only with our easily remembered 
forefathers; that tbe Greeks and Ro- 
mans did not "know anything of them, 
and that in the Far Eastern countries 
their use is still unknown. Up to the 
fifteenth century they were known 
only in Italy. 
Elizabeth had thre* 


"forks" "garnished with gold sleight' 
ly," and with "lyttle perles pendant," 
but they were considered as curiosities 
and never used. Indeed, in that era, 
says the Cooking Club, it was consid- 
ered bad form, and ministers contend* 
ed that to use them was an Insult to 
God. 
What were our fingers for? la 


Thomas Coryates' "Crudities," pub- 
lished originally in 1608, is this: 


"I observed a custom in all those 


Italian cities and towns through which 
I passed that is not used in any other 
country tbat I saw on my travels; 
neither do I think tbat any other na- 
tion in Christendom doth use it, but 
only in Italy. The Italian, and also 
most strangers, do always at their 
meals use a little forke when they cot 
their meats. 
For while with their 


knife, which they hold In one band, 
they cut the meats out of the dlsb. 
they fasten the forke, which they hold 
in the other hand, upon the same dish; . 
so Whatsoever he be tbat, sitting ill 
the company of others at meals, should 
Inadvisedly touch tbe disk of meats 
with his fingers, from which all the 
table do cut. he will give occasion of 
offense to all tbe company, as having 
transgressed the laws of good manners, 
in so much that for his error he shall 
be at least browbeaten, if not repre- 
hended in wordes. This form of feed- 
ing, I understand, Is generally used in 
all places of Italy, their forkes being 
In the most part of iron, steele and 
some of silver; but these are used only; 
by gentlemen. 
The reason for this 


curiosity is because the Italian cannot 
by any means endure to have bis meat 
touched with fingers, seeing tbat alt 
men's fingers are not alike cleaue." 


Not until the middle of the seven- 


teenth century did England's nobility 
begin tbe use of the fork, but they 
came into use slowly, and even in the 
early part of the eighteenth century 
gentlemen who traveled carried a knife 
and fork, because the inns were not 
likely to have them. About 1S15 forks 
became quite common in England, and 
in Europe soon became to be consid- 
ered generally as a necessity.

Now that is an illustration that can 


be carried very much farther. 
Take 


the merchant for example. 
During 


tbe period when roads are bad be finds 
his business absolutely stagnant. He 
makes his sales to his customers; tbe 
customers buy on credit. Tbe merchant 
demands payment. 
The 'uniform ex- 


cuse is: "We can't pay. We can't 
haul our produce to market. You will 
have to wait until the. roads are open." 
The result is that the merchant is 
compelled to go to the bank anA bor- 
row money until he can collect from 
his debtors. 


Take the manufacturers and the job- 


bers. They sell to the country mer- 
chants. The country merchants suffer 
from the embargo caused by bad roads. 
They cannot collect from tbeir country 
customers, .and in turn cannot pay the 
jobbers and the manufacturers. The 
result is tbe jobbers cannot pay for 
their goods. They are compelled to In- 
cur Indebtedness; compelled in many 
cases to submit to serious embarrass- 
ment, Many a faSnre has been caused 
by this same influence, the Inability of 
the entire community to transact bust- 
ness on account of the embargo caused
